Q—Does water on the kn ee

A—Water on the kn ee is an 
accumulation of join t fluid d ue 
to an in flammatory process. It 
may be as.sociated with allergic 
arthritis, in fectious arthritis or 
an in jury. In person a with this 
con d ition there may be pain in 
the whole leg an d the treatmen t 
would d epen d on your own in d i­ 
v id ual situation . In some v ic­ 
tims the best treatmen t is tight 
ban d agin g of the 
kn ee 
in 
a 
slightly ben t position , keepin g 
the kn ee elev ated an d applyin g 
ice bags for two or three d ays. 
In others it may be n ecessary 
to remov e the fluid an d in ject 
a small amoun t of hyd rocorti-

that should n ot be n eglected . 
Q—What is the con n ection be­ 
tween n erv e.s an d allergy'’

fected . the v ictims mav

sion s, d izzin ess, head ache, para­ 
lysis of on e or more limbs or 
ev en men tal symptoms. As with 
an y other allergic man ifesta­ 
tion s. 
d ramatic 
improv emen t 
follows id en tification an d av oid ­ 
an ce of the offen d in g substan ce. 
Of course, if you are refer­ 
rin g to n erv ous ten sion , this can 
aggrav ate an y form of allergy 
just as it can aggrav ate most 
other con d ition s.
